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Early in Jamary, 1951, the International City Managers' Association sent 


‘ bates, vi ere Bee’ at a a n 
follow-up inquiries to officials of 66 cities (58 of less than 100,000 population) 
who have reported in prior semi-annual salary surveys. At the same time, the 
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Civil Service Assembly sent a similar inquiry to selected cities, mostly over 
100,000 population. Returns were received from 95 of the 98 cities listed in MIS 
Report No. 75 issued in April, 1950. In addition one city, Muskogee, Oklahoma, 
has been added for this summary. The pay changes that were made during 1950 in 
these 96 cities are summarized below. 
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Extent of Pay Raises for 20 Jobs in 1950. Sixty-two cities reported to ICMA 
for this survey, and at least one-half of these cities raised pay over that re- 
ported one year ago (MIS Report No. 75) in 18 of the 20 jobs. Sixty to 66 per 
cent of the reporting cities raised pay at both minimum and maximum for laborer, 
truck driver, policeman, fireman, heavy equipment operator, and automobile mech- 
anic. The two jobs that were raised by less than one-half of the cities reporting 
for each job are junior accountant (44 per cent) and playleader (32 per cent). 


= 


Extent of General Pay Increases. Cities reporting to ICMA were asked to in- 
dicate any service-wide pay increases granted between January 1, 1950 and January 
i, ie. = CIS ty-six of the 62 cities reported general increases: 16 by flat 
amounts, 15 by percentage increases, and five by other methods. Eighteen addi- 
tional cities reported increases for certain employee groups, and two cities (Berk- 
eley and Stockton, California) reported service-wide increases to become effective 
after January 1, 1951. The methods used in the 36 cities granting general pay in- 
creases are as follows: 


1. Flat Rate Increases--(Where two rates are shown for any city, the first 
-is for salaried positions and the second for hourly rated positions). Rockland, 
Me., $3 per week; Teaneck, N. Jd., $25 per month; Watertown, N. Y., $100 per year 
and 10 cents per hour; Cedartown, Ga., $120 per year and 10 cents per hour; St. 
Petersburg, Fla., (for all employees under $5,000 per year), $25 per month end 13 
cents per hour; Beloit, Wis., $20 per month and 10 cents per hour; Madison, Wis., 
$20 per month; Painesville, Ohio, $10 per month and 5 cents per hour; Pontiac, 
Mich., $10 per month and 6 cents per hour; Covington, Ky., $36 goalie Paducah, 
Ky.-, $20 per month; Atchison, Kan., $10 per month; Fargo, N. Ds, $6 per month; 
University City, Mo., $10 per month; Austin, Tex., $10 per month and 5 cents per 
hour; and Muskogee, Okla., $8 per month and 5 cents per hour.

3. Other Methods--Sarasota, Fla., salaried positions were raised 7 per cent, 
and hourly rated positions below 75 cents per hour. were increased to 75 cents to 
conform to federal minimum wage standards; Marquette, Mich., varying adjustments 
for all employees; Traverse City, Mich,, varying adjustments (mostly $10 per month) 
for all employees; Chico, Calif., $20 per month for salaried positions and vary- 
ing amounts for hourly rated positions; Verdun, Que., $2 to $9 per week. 


In addition to the general pay increases described above, 18 cities granted 
increases to certain employee groups or made adjustments in the pay ranges of a 
few classes of positions: Brattleboro, Vt.; Hartford, Conn.; New London, Conn.; 
Portsmouth, N. H.; Carlisle, Pa.; Mamaroneck, N. Y.; Charlotte, N. C.; Clarksburg, 
W. Va.; Durham, N. C.3; Roanoke, Va.; Kingsport, Tenn.; Ames, Lowa; Cushing, Okla.; 
Grand Junction, Colo.; Laramie, Wyo.; Bend, Ore.; Eugene, Ore.; and Shawinigan ~ 
Falls, Que. 


General Pay Increases in Other Cities in 1950. Early in 1951, the Civil Ser- 
vice Assembly sent a special questionnaire to its agency members asking for in- 
formation on general pay increases granted during 1950. Among the 34 CSA cities 
included in this survey report, 12 definitely indicated general salary increases 
granted during 1950: Akron, Ohio; St. Lauis, Mo.; Dallas, Tex.; Kansas City, Mo.; 
Jacksonville, Fla.; Portland, Ore.; Atlanta, Ga.; Tampa, Fla.; Sioux Falls, S. D.; 
Miami, Fla.; Bremerton, Wash.; and Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Work Week. Eleven of the cities reporting to ICMA reduced the work week in 
1950 for some or all employee groups. In New London, Conn., the policemen's work 
week was reduced from 48 to 40 hours and in Stockton, Calif., from 48 to 44 hours. 
In Sewickley, Pa., garbage and refuse collection workers were reduced from 48 to 
4h hours per week to conform with the work week for other hourly rated employees. 
Teaneck, N. J., went froma 5 1/2 to a 5-day week. Durham, N. C., reduced the 
work week for all salaried positions, except police and fire, from 42 to 37 1/2 
hours and for policemen from 56 to 48 hours; hourly rated employees were placed 
on a uniform 45-hour week. Madison, Wis., changed the work week from 5 1/2 days 
to 5 days and reduced the hours per week for firemen from 72 to 67 and for police- 
men from 48 to 40. Administrative and clerical groups in Painesville, Ohio, were 
reduced from 44 to 40 hours per week and labor and trades groups from 48 to 44 
hours per week. The firemen's work week in Pontiac, Mich., was reduced from 72 
to 63 hours. In Cushing, Okla., some groups, mostly labor and trades, were re- 
duced from 48 to 44 hours per week. In Boulder, Colo., firemen were reduced from 
84 to 74 hours per week and policemen from 60 to 48 hours. In Bakersfield, Calif., 
all employees except firemen were placed on a uniform 40-hour week. In addition 
to the above reductions in the work week, Hartford, Conn., reported that a 40-hour 
week will go into effect for all employees except firemen on July 1, 1951. 


Vacations. Two calendar weeks is still the typical annual vacation allow- 
ance for the great majority of cities, including those covered in this report. 
Information gathered for the 1951 Municipal Year Book shows that out of 1,074 
reporting cities over 10,000 population, 985 cities grant two weeks vacation 
35 grant one week, 53 grant three weeks, and one grants four weeks. Among atte 
surveyed for this report, only one, Roanoke, Va., increased the annual vacation 
allowance in 1950--from 15 calendar days to 15 working days. 
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| _ Presentation of Data. The names of all the 96 cities reporting wage rates 
for one or more jobs in this report are listed alphabetically within population 
groups on page 504. Pay rates, as reported by these cities, for 20 positions are 
listed on pages 505 to 524 of this report with cities listed by geographic regions. 
Not all cities reported on each job because officials were requested to report pay 


rates only if they had a job comparable to the job description given at the top 
of each sheet. 


The starting pay rate and the top rate are shown for each job together with 
the number of hours in the work week and number of days vacation allowed with pay. 
Pay rates are shown on a monthly basis except for laborer, labor foreman, and 
truck driver where rates are shown on an hourly basis. An asterisk (*) following 
any rates for these three jobs indicates those rates have been converted from 
sb p or monthly amounts on the basis of hours in the work week reported by those 
cities. 


Use of Data. The positions covered in this report are among the most stand- 
ardized jobs in local government. The pay rate information for these jobs will be 
useful in making comparisons for pay levels in the municipal service. In deter- 
mining the adequacy of a given pay rate in a particular city it is more important 
to know what other cities of comparable size in the same general area are paying 
than it is to compare the rate with an average rate paid by cities unlike in size, 
type, and geographic location. For this reason no attempt is made here to present 
average or median pay rates for cities reporting in the survey. 


In making salary comparisons it is important also to keep in mind the vaca- 
tion and sick leave policy, number of hours in the work week, type of retirement 
plan in effect, and other related matters. Data on working conditions in each 
city over 10,000 are reported in the Municipal Year Book.
